The  music  lovers  of  tho  College  com¬ 
munity  will  bo  delighted  to  know  that 
Miss  Alma  Melius,  proclaimed-  by  fam¬ 
ous  critics  on  two  continents  as.  ono  of 
the  foremost  newer  pianists,  will  give 
a  concert  at  the  State  Teachers  College, 
Monday  evening,  February  3.  She  has 
attained  great  success  in  many  of  the 
musical  capitals  of  Europo  and  how 
brings  her  art  for  tho  delight  of  her 
own  country.  - 

Miss  Melius  had  tho  unique  opportun¬ 
ity  of  making  her  European  debut  as 
soloist  with  ono  of  tho  world’s  greatest 
symphonic  organizations,  the  Berlin 
Philharmonic  Orchestra,  in  Berlin.  She 
was  immediately  re-engaged  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  season  with  tho  same  orchestra, 
and  with  other  European  orchestras.  She 
also  mado  tours  of  Italy,  Germany  and 
Norway. 

Miss  Mchus  is  not  merely  a  fine  pian¬ 
ist — slid  is  an  outstanding  artist.  The

ality.  She  has  at  her  command  a  perfect 
technique,  and  she  has  a  musical  pene¬ 
tration  that  is  given  to  but  few  artists.

This  pa¬ 
per  has  tho  following  to  say  concern¬ 
ing  Mr.  Crawford’s  address: 

Tho  American  Vocational  Association 
is  interested  primarily  in  the  vocation¬ 
al  departments  and  subjocts  such  as 
manual  training,  homo  economics,  com¬ 
merce,  and  agriculture,  taught  in  the 
public  schools  and  teachers’  training 
institutions. 

Tlie  address,  which  Mr.  Crawford 
will  delivor,  entitled  ‘‘Duties  and  Re¬ 
sponsibilities  of  Directors  of  -  Commer¬ 
cial  Education,”  pertains  to  a  study 
mado  by  him  at  tho  University  of  Chi¬ 
cago.  Tho  directors  and  supervisors 
of  commercial  education  in  tho  public 
schools  of  the  larger  citios  aided  in  tho 
study  which  was  made.  Theso  direc¬ 
tors  and  supervisors  aro  interested  in 
getting  a  summary  of  the  study  and 
that  is  the  chief  reason  for  having  this 
addross  delivered  at  the.  convention  in 
New  Orleans.  Mr.  Crawford's  address 
-will  also  bo  published  in  the  official 
publication  of  the  American  Vocation¬ 
al  Association,

Vocabulary  May  Be 
Test  of  Mentality 

What  is  the  size  of  your  vocabulary! 
By  uso  of  a  method  dovised  by  Dr. 
Robert  L.  Ramsey  of  tho  University  of 
Missouri,  one  may  estimate  fairly  ac¬ 
curately  the  number  of  words  with 
which  he  is  familiar. 

According  to  Dr.  Ramsey’s  method, 
tho  student  selects  from  ton  to  twen¬ 
ty  pages  at  regular  intervals  from  a 
standard  dictionary,  and  by  using 
notched  cards  finds  out  how  many  def¬ 
initions  of  words  with  which  ho  is 
familiar.  Ho  counts  the  total  number 
of  words  on  each  of  theso  pages  and 
figures  out  the  percentage  of  words 
known.'  He  then  takes  this  percentage 
of  250,000,  which  is  tho  approximate 
total  of  words  in  the  English  language. 
This  gives  him  tho  size  of  his  passive 
vocabulary,  or  tho  number  of  words 
whoso  meaning  he  recognizes  when  he 
sees  tho  words.  By  using  tho  above 
method  and  counting  only  the  words 
which  he  uses  in  conversation  or  writ¬ 
ing,  tho  student  may  determino  his  ac-  ; 
tivo  vocabulary. 

Dr.  Ramsey  states  that,  in  tests  made 
in  his  classes  over  a  period  of  years, 
tho  nverngo  university  student’s  vo¬ 
cabulary  ranges  from  13,858  to  1-10,000 
words.  Students  in  summer  groups, 
boing  somowhnl  older  and  more  exper¬ 
ienced,  generally  have  n  little  higher 
average  than  regular  students.  Thoir 
.vocabularies  lmyo  from  31,000  to  140,- 
edO-  words,  according  to  Dr.  Ramsey, 
while  thqfce  of  winter  students  range 
from  13,000  to  00,000. 

If  a  man’s  entire  vocabulary  wore 
known,  says  Dr.  Ramsey,  one  would 
havo  an  accurate  mcasuro  of  his  men¬ 
tality  and  his  culture,  and  if  tho  com¬ 
plete  history  of  its  growth  wero  known, 
ono  could  writo  that  man’s  biography. 

Quigley  Presides 
at  Coaches’ Meeting 

One  hundred  and  twenty-fivo  players, 
officials,  coaches,  superintendents  and 
principals  attended  tho  basketball  rules 
intorprotation  mooting  hold  nt  tho  Col¬ 
lege  gymnasium  Saturday.  This 
mooting  was  ono  of  eight  hold  through¬ 
out  the  stntc  on  that  data  for  tho  snmo 
purpose. 

Tho  meoting  was  undor  tho  direction 
of  E.  C.  Quigley,  nationally  known 
sports  authority.  Although  tho 
mooting  pormittod  discussion  rules  and 
tlidir  applications,  tho  majority  of  the 
time  was  taken  by  Mr.  Quigley,  who 
talkod  on  all  phases  of  tho  game  of 
basketball. 

Boginning  at  tho  first  of  tho  rule 
book,  thoso  present  wero  taken  through 
ovory  detail  of  tho  game,  and  matters 
of  special  importance  and  of  unusual 
peculiarity  that  might  confront  au  of¬ 
ficial  in  any  game  wore  considered.  Mr. 
Quigloy  mado  bis  talk  espocially  inter¬ 
esting  .  by  illustrating  each  point  by 
stories  of  experiences  that  he  has  had 
in  his  27  years  of  oxporlonco  as  a 
basketball  official.  Farthermoro,  bo 
gavo  Interesting  accounts  of  tho  history 
and  dovolopmont  of  various  technique 
of  tho  game  as  ho  has  soon  it  during  his 
career. 

Throughout  the  ontire  discussion 
special  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  im¬ 
portance  of  competent  sido-lino  of¬ 
ficials  such  as  timers  and  scorors.  Mr. 
Quigley  illustrated  how  the  competency 
of  a  referee  might  at  times  be  dopond- . 
ont  on  tho  actions  of  the  minor  officials 
in  crises  of  close  and  important  gamos, 
and  exhorted. all  officials  for  their  own 
good  to  insist  on  capable  assistance 
from  the  side. 

Another  feature  that  was  suggested 
by  Quigley  was  that  all  referees  be 
postivo  in  their  decision.  He  stated  that 
any  man  would  be  mistaken  at  times, 
but  that  it  was  his  policy  to  be  wrong 
and  wrong  positively  and  quick  rather

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Club  Hears  of 
Development  in 
Irish  Country 


Tourist  Department  of  Twentieth  Cen¬ 
tury  Club  Hoars  O.  Myking  Mohtts  of 
the  College. 


“Twenty  per  cent  of  tlio  total  na 
tional  rovonuo  of  tho  Irish  Freo  State 
is  devoted  to  education,”  O.  Myking 
Mehus  of  tho  Social  Science  Depart¬ 
ment  of  tho  C  o  1 1  o  g  o  said  in 
an  address  on  tho  “Irish  Free  State,” 
beforo  tho  Tourist  Department  of  tho 
Twentieth  Century  Club,  which  met  at 
tho  homo  of  Mrs.  H.  6.  Dildine  on 
Tuesday  afternoon,  December  17th. 

In  his  address  Mr.  Mehus  traced  tho 
struggle  of  tho  Irish  Freo  Stato  to  se¬ 
cure  Homo  Rule.  Hb  pointed  out  how 
tho  absentee  landlords  had  been  a  curBe 
to  Ireland  nnd  how  today  tho  land  is 
gradually  being  transferred  from  the 
landlords  to  tho  tenants.  Credit  is  pro¬ 
vided  for  farmers;  by  the  Agricultural 
Credit  Act  which  enables  them  to  in¬ 
crease  their  livo  stock  which  had  been 
depleted  (during  the  civil  war  years.  The 
government  of  the.  Irish  Free  State  haB 
bought  out  privatcly;owned  creameries 
and  transferred  them  to  co-operators. 
The  government  has  subsidized  tho  beet 
sugar  industry.  It  haB  also  developed 
the  water  power  of  the  Shannon  Rivor 
and  is  delivering  electric  current  to  all 
pnrtB  of  the  state  at  a  much  lower  rate 
than  that  produced  from  imported  coal. 

Under  the  old  regime  eighty  per  cent 
of  the  childron  left  school  at  the  age  of 
twelve  years.  Today  compulsory  educa¬ 
tion  is  Enforced  up  to  fourteen  years 
and  in  selected  areas  up  to  sixteen 
years.  There  is  less  series  -  crime  per 
ratio  of  population  than  in  any  Euro¬ 
pean  country  and  the  police  detect  a 
higher  percentage  of  what  crime  there 
is  than  any  police  force  in  Europe.  An 
interesting  thing  about  the  Irish  police 
system  is  that  the  police  go  unarmed; 

The  “Spoils  System”  has  been 'dis¬ 
carded  in  politics  as  one  of  the;.first 
things  tllic  new  government  did  after 
gaining  tower  was  to  create  a;  Civil 
Service  Commission.  Later  came  a  Pub¬ 
lic  Appointments  Commisssion.  All  im¬ 
portant  appointments  are  made  ;by  these 
two  commissions.  Where  locally  elected 
offficials  have  proved  themselves  to  bo 
inefficient  or  corrupt  the  government 
has  removed  them. 

Taxation  has.  b.qen _r educed, f/Qm  $55 
a  person"  to  $40  a  person,  while  tho 
tariff  on  tea,  coffee,  and  cocoa,  which 
are  considered  necessities  in  the  Irish 
diet,  has  been  abolished,  and  tho  tax 
on  Bugar  has  been  reduced  substan-

Dr.  Dildine  spnko  to  tho  College 
Christian  Endeavor  group  Sunday  eve¬ 
ning,  December  15,  on  tlio  subject, 
“How  Shall  Wo  Test  tho  Truth  of 
Religion  7”  IIo  pointed  out  that  tho 
tost  of  religion  should  bo  a  test  of  a
